— Permanent  residence 
by  an  entrant  upon  a farm  situate  within  a distance 
of  nine  miles  from  his  homestead,  in  a direct  line, 
exclusive  of  the  width  of  road  allowances  crossed  in 
the  measurement,  and  owned  and  occupied  by  him, 
or  permanent  residence  on  a farm  so  situate  owned 
or  entered  for  and  occupied  by  his  father,  mother, 
son,  daughter,  brother,  sister,  stepfather,  step- 
mother, stepbrother,  stepsister,  stepson,  step- 
daughter, father-in-law,  mother-in-law,  brother-in- 
law,  sister-in-law,  son-in-law,  daughter-in-law,  half- 
brother,  or  half-sister  and,  in  the  event  of  the  death 
of  such  owner  or  occupant,  continued  permanent 
residence  on  such  farm  shall  be  accepted  as  resi- 
dence upon  the  homestead,  the  provisions  of  this 
subsection  to  be  retroactive.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  7G. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills, 

properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Asisembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
18()7,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam. 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
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whoi'e  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed'  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant,  such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows: — 

■In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaiier  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  .six  weeks,  duriug  the  interval 
.Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
insaerting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  among.st  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Ses.sion.  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of-  each  session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  enterlainedi  by  the  House  until  the 
.same  has  been  reported^  on  by  the  Committee  on 
.Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented*  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received,  after  the 
imp  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  ei,ght  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  together  toith  copies  of  the  iwtiecs 
puhlishcd.  Sueb  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depo'siting  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pa.y  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill.  Petition,  and  notice.s  shall  not  have 
been  so  depovsited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  ■not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  da.vs  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hund'ml  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Befo'ie  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  7G,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and,  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  ,\11  Private  Rills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  .so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  .\cts  relating  to  the 
details  to  bo  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  sh'all  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Rills  which  are 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
claus'O.s. 

82.  All  Private  Rills  shall  he  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  inches  by  7’^  inches. 

There  shall  bo  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
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coipies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
diurinig  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall 
be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Buie  S3,  a model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  from 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  pro- 
posed' to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 
72,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

Every  Petition  for  a Bill  to  incorporate  a com- 
pany shall  state  the  name  of  the  proposed  company. 

Petition  signed  by  agents  or  attorneys  must  be 
accompanied  by  the  authority  of  such  agent,  etc.

The  Minister  of  the  Interior  reports,  under  date 
Gth  April,  1914,  that  application  has  been 
received  from  the  Alpine  Club  of  Canada  for  a 
parcel  of  land;  along  the  shore  of  I^ke  O'Hara  in 
the  Y'oho  Park  for  the  purpose  of  ■erecting  thereon 
a building  for  the  nee  of  the  members'  of  the  Club. 
This  parcel  of  laud  consists'  of:  that  certain  parcel 
or  tract  of  land  situate  in  the  north-cast  quarter 
of  Section  Thirty-three  (33),  Township  Twenty- 
seven  (27),  Range  'Seventeen  (17),  west  of  the 
fifth  (5)  meridian,  in  the  Yoho  Park  of  Canada, 
containing  an  area  of  two  (2)  acres,  more  or  lesis, 
as  shown  on  the  plan  of  the  survey  of  the  Alpine 
Club  of  Canada's  lot  on  the  shore  of  Lake  O’Hara, 
approved'  and  con’fir.meid  by  E.  Deville,  Surveyor- 
General,  on  the  IGth  day  of  December,  a.d.  1913.
